Mr. Fundamentals 

New Orange County Register publisher Rich Mirman is confident he can right a sinking ship

T he last thing Rich Mirman 
expected to do when he 
became the new publisher of 
the Orange County Register on 
Oct. 13 was to deliver newspapers—but 
he had no other choice. The daily was 
in a state of chaos, the grand journalism 
dreams of Register owner Aaron Kushner 
in shambles. Tens of thousands of sub¬ 
scribers hadn’t received their paper for 
more than a week, the result of Kushner 
switching delivery companies after the 
Los Angeles Times claimed he owed them 
at least $2.5 million in unpaid delivery 
bills. That fiasco came just weeks after 
Kushner sold off the paper’s longtime 
Grand Avenue offices, shut down the Los 
Angeles Register, and laid off about 30 
reporters and editors—the second mass 
cutting in the newsroom this year alone. 
Irate phone calls and emails kept flooding 
the Register, with cancellations number¬ 
ing in the thousands. 

Mirman arrived at the Register’s print¬ 
ing plant his first weekend on the job at 
2 a.m., folding papers alongside his wife. 
After stacking hundreds of papers into a 
car, he and another Register worker drove 
to Huntington Beach at 3:30, with Mir¬ 
man tossing papers out of the passenger 
window. Once the sun rose, the 48-year- 
old began knocking on doors and person¬ 
ally delivering the paper, apologizing to 
startled subscribers for any delays. 

“I didn’t do it for publicity,” says Mir¬ 
man, eating a vegetarian taco at Taqueria 
Zamora in Santa Ana and washing it 
down with a frosted glass of mineral 
water. “But I thought everyone should 
pitch in. I couldn’t ask other [Register 
employees] to do it without me being the 
first one out there.” 

In just a month on the job, Mirman has 
already proven himself the anti-Kushner. 
Whereas Kushner projects a detached 
arrogance, Mirman comes across as 
forthright: honest about his company’s 
shortcomings, but ready to do whatever it 
takes to make things right. Quick to smile 
and an attentive listener, Mirman is being 
asked to save the Register from its death 
spiral despite having no journalism expe¬ 
rience, a job for which he says he’s more 
than ready. 

“My goal is not to change the position of 
the Register,” he says with a big grin. “We 
just need to strengthen the fundamentals.” 

And the big fundamental for Mirman? 
Not journalism so much as subscribers. 

Born in Rochester, New York, but raised 
in Urbana, Illinois, Mirman first made a 
name for himself in the early 2000s as an 
executive with Harrah’s Entertainment. 

As immortalized in Wall Street Journal 


reporter Christina Binkley’s excellent 
2009 book, Winner Takes All: Steve Wynn, 
Kirk Kerkorian, Gary Loveman, and the 
Race to Own Las Vegas, Mirman and other 
Harrah’s executives were initially derided 
by competitors as “propeller heads”: naive 
outsiders with no idea of the gaming 
industry (Mirman has bachelor’s and mas¬ 
ter’s degrees in mathematics). But under 
Mirman’s influence, Harrah’s launched 
a loyalty program called Total Rewards 
that revolutionized casinos by track¬ 
ing the spending habits of the hoi polloi 
rather than just the high-rollers; all the 
data gathered, in turn, allowed Harrah’s 
to craft specific incentives for gamblers 
to stick with the company. Critics ridi¬ 
culed Mirman and Harrah’s formulas and 
data sheets, but they had the last laugh: 

In 2005, Harrah’s merged with Caesars 
Entertainment, creating the largest gam¬ 
bling company on Earth. 

But even then, Mirman was happy to 
do the dirty work. “One year, our work¬ 
ers walked off the job [in Atlantic City] 
during a labor dispute,” Mirman remem¬ 
bers. “I ended up cleaning toilets for two 
weeks—you do what you need to do. But 
we settled with the union, and everything 
was fixed.” 

Mirman stepped down in 2007, trou¬ 
bled by what he felt was an increasingly 
corporatized culture at Harrah’s. “It’s 
always better to be the underdog,” Mir¬ 
man says. “When you’re on top, things 
change.” He left to start his own consult¬ 
ing company and became acquainted with 
Register co-owner Eric Spitz through a 
mutual friend. Spitz and Kushner were so 
impressed with Mirman’s Vegas accom¬ 
plishments that they hired him to consult 
on their circulation department in 2013. 
That same year, Kushner decided to buy 
the Riverside Press-Enterprise but needed 
investors; Mirman put in an undisclosed 
amount of his own cash. 

“I liked the financials, and I thought 
at the time that it had a lot of potential,” 
he says. “I like industries that have all the 
fundamentals for growth but have not 
filled their potentials—and journalism is 
that opportunity. It’s got some real strong 
fundamentals.” 

Asked if he regretted investing in the 
Register, Mirman shakes his head. “I don’t 
regret it at all,” he says. “The game hasn’t 
played out—we have a lot more innings.” 

This September, according to Mir¬ 
man, Kushner and Spitz asked him if 
he wanted to become publisher of the 
Register since “Aaron felt he was being 
pulled in too many directions,” dismiss¬ 
ing rumors that Kushner was deposed by 
other investors for the delivery fiasco. 


Mirman is already making his presence 
felt—and not just by delivering papers. 

He asked reporters to volunteer an hour 
a week to call miffed subscribers and 
offered $150 VISA gift cards to employees 
for delivering the paper—initiatives, he 
claims, that were created at the behest 
of employees but that have been derided 
nationwide. He shuttered OC Metro, a 
24-year-old magazine that Kushner had 
acquired in 2012, for the simple reason 
that “it wasn’t profitable.” Its last issue 
was Nov. 17. 

“The goal is not to lay people off,” 
Mirman says, “but to reprioritize them. 
The company has to be focused on being 
profitable. Being unprofitable doesn’t 
help anyone.” 

More than anything, Mirman stresses, 
the Register must focus on pleasing the 
customer and the customer alone. He 
places particular emphasis on Register 
Connect, a program that, much like 
Total Rewards, gifts Register readers for 
their loyalty with tickets to events and 
special parties. 

“I want to build on this connection that 
we have between customers and advertis¬ 
ers,” Mirman says. “We need to get back 
to the fundamentals of what we do for a 
living—acquiring and retaining subscrib¬ 
ers—and rebuild our focus in the commu¬ 
nity and on doing good.” 

He won’t comment on the multiple 
lawsuits the paper currently faces (rang¬ 


ing from unpaid rent to jilted investors 
to the Times suing for unpaid bills), the 
paper’s current financial status, or Kush¬ 
ner or Spitz, other than to say he feels the 
Register was doing “some opportunities 
that we shouldn’t be doing”—namely 
unprofitable ones. But he does stand by 
editor Rob Curley, a Kushner favorite Mir¬ 
man says is doing a “great” job. And Mir¬ 
man also believes “digital is the important 
part of what we’re doing going forward”— 
a direct repudiation of Kushner’s contro¬ 
versial print-first strategy. “I’m trying to 
understand who our readers are and what 
they need from us.” 

Mirman—who plans to move to Orange 
County next year after his son graduates 
from high school—welcomes skepticism 
that a casino guy can save the Register. “It 
was exactly the same issue in the gam¬ 
ing industry,” he says. “Even to this day, 
[critics] still don’t think we knew what 
the heck we were doing. But within six 
months, we knew what we were doing; in 
the nine years afterward, it was all execu¬ 
tion. And a $1 billion company turned 
into a $10 billion company.” 

Mirman will be delivering papers again 
this weekend.

Snailed It! 

KOC Crawfish is what happens when you cross a crawfish joint with 

a snail restaurant, then add lots of beer

Y ou’ve seen the likes of KOC 
Crawfish Beer Club & Res¬ 
taurant before. With its neon 
signage, blink-and-you-miss-it 
strip-mall location, and cartoon mascot of 
a sea creature you’re about to consume in 
a whirlwind of cayenne-garlic butter and 
lemons, KOC is obviously the latest entry 
in the growinggenre of Vietnamese-owned 
Cajun seafood houses. 

If there’s one place that spurred the 
proliferation of this kind of eatery, it’s the 
Boiling Crab. Although the now-ubiquitous 
chain didn’t invent the concept, it’s the Ray 
Kroc of the genre, sans the megalomania. 
The Boiling Crab figured out what custom¬ 
ers really wanted in a seafood restaurant- 
reasonable prices, cold beer, an addictive 
sauce—and created an empire. 

Its success blazed the trail for the rest, 
including Claws, the Kickin’ Crab and now 
KOC. As with the others, KOC borrows 
freely from the Boiling Crab’s formula: 
Prices hover at about $12 per pound for 
the shrimp, and the sauce offered inside 
plastic bags of shellfish (shrimp, crawfish, 
mussels, clams or crabs) comes in the same 
spectrum: lemon pepper, Cajun, Louisiana, 
garlic butter, or all of it mixed together. 

No customer at KOC Crawfish (or the 
Boiling Crab, for that matter) opts for any¬ 
thing except the latter. It should be com¬ 
mon knowledge that asking for mild will 
make you sweat through your shirt; order¬ 
ing it “extra spicy” will melt the flesh off 
your face as though you’re an Indiana Jones 
villain. And when you taste KOC’s blend, 
you’ll notice that other than the copious 
amounts of raw chopped garlic, there’s very 
little difference from the Boiling Crab’s. 

Yet KOC isn’t just another knockoff: 

It’s also a full-fledged quart oc, a distinctly 
Vietnamese eating establishment focusing 
on snail dishes you share with a table of 
friends, washing them down with beer. 

The union of the two genres is actually 
inevitable. Whether crawfish joint or quart 
oc, you’re goingto spend the night prying 
meat from shells with your fingers—and 
having a grand ol’ time doing it. Even the 
Kickin’ Crab—which is the Burger King 
to the Boiling Crab’s McDonald’s—started 
offering fingernail-sized mud creeper snails 
with a coconut curry in a common quart oc 
dish called oc len xao dua. KOC offers the 
dish, too, as well as four other species of 
mollusks in various stir-fries, most of them 
involving butter, garlic and onions. The best 
of these may be the razor clams grilled in 
their long half-shells, brushed with a spicy 
sauce, then sprinkled with oil-wilted scal¬ 
lions and crushed peanuts. 

But as good as KOC is as both a quart oc 


and crawfish joint, it fills in the rest of the 
menu with oddities that don’t fit into either 
category. If the stir-fried fetal duck egg in 
tamarind sauce sounds too Andrew Zim- 
mern for you, there’s a wimpier (but still 
delicious) version with quail eggs. Or take 
the house specialty, a frog-leg congee that’s 
actually two dishes: a clay pot of plain rice 
porridge, and a second vessel in which the 
stringy amphibian limbs swim in a thick, 
black-as-crude-oil stew that tastes vaguely 
of oyster sauce. (Curious as to what else 
was it in, I asked the waiter, who shrugged 
and said it’s the owner’s secret family 
recipe.) An even better dish is the stir-fry of 
filet mignon and Chinese watercress served 
atop instant ramen noodles—a combo I’ve 
seen nowhere else. 

KOC also does a very traditional crab 
vermicelli that comes garnished with 
two whole snow crab legs and the para¬ 
phernalia with which to crack them. The 
bungee bounce of the jelly-clear noodles is 
compelling enough, though. The darkness 
and sweetness of the sauce is completely 
absorbed into each strand. Also wonderful: 
an appetizer of deep-fried sticky rice patties 
topped with dried shredded pork and Chi¬ 
nese sausage that tastes as though fast-food 
breakfast hash browns were crossbred with 


something from the dim-sum cart. 

Of course, there’s also beer, which goes 
with everything. The preferred way to con¬ 
sume it is in a beer tower—a comically tall 
acrylic vessel that resembles either an over¬ 
sized bong or a test tube in which genetic 
mutants are grown. Even more frivolous 
are the different ways to drink soju. It can 
be squirted from a syringe, tossed back as 
though a shot from glasses embedded in a 
skull, or dispensed from a scale replica of an 
old-timey gasoline pump. 

Whatever alcohol avenue you decide, try 
to time it so your beer tower or soju runs 
dry only after the last of your shrimp or 
snail has been eaten. And when you finally 
survey the table, you should see the familiar 
scene common to good quart ocs and Cajun 
crawfish houses alike: emptied shells, soiled 
napkins, spilled beer—artifacts from an 
evening well-spent.

I f you want a glimpse into the profound mys¬ 
tery that is the Mexican soul, look no further 
than tostilocos. Its a snackthat has marched 
acrossAztlanoverthe past decade but has 
made no impact among gabachos whatso¬ 
ever— and I don't blame them. Slice open a 
bag of Tostitos, dump cueritos (pickled pig 
skin) on the chips inside, toss in cacahuates 
japoneses (Japanese peanuts, another 
Mexican snackthat confounds Americans), 
and drown the results in Tapatio and chamoy, 
a Mexican condiment that has no real expla¬ 
nation in English except it's all the flavors of 
Mexican food that gabachos don't care for— 
salty with sweet with spicy with tart—turned 
up to 11. Eat these ingredients together, and 
you have Mexico's revenge on the nacho— 
and a snackthat even hipsters won'ttouch, 
so messy and paisa it is. 

Tostilocos have existed in Orange County 
now for a good five years, and one of the 
newer places to serve them is Tortas y 
Bionicos "Nice" (yes, grammar losers, 
the quotation marks are in the original), a 
growing Corona empire that first popped 
up in SanTana about two years ago with a 
mariscos joint. Tortas y Bionicos is a glorified 
snack stand, with fruit salads (the afore¬ 
mentioned bionicos, a baroque concoction 
of fruits, chile powder, a blizzard of coconut 
shavings and even more chile powder) and 
fruit juices the main draw. The tortas are as 
large as a textbook, split into regions (the 
Oaxaca one has quesillo, a Michoacan ver¬ 
sion features carnitas, the Guadalajara take 
is ahogada, and so forth). Tacos and burritos 
are also available, but this is a modern-day 
car-hop—get your food, joke with pals, see 
Univision, then get out. 

The main draw, of course, is those amaz¬ 
ing tostilocos. The chewy cueritos wrap 
themselves around the crunchy chips, which 
are drenched with the Tapatio and chamoy, 
and you shovel them into your mouth—it 
covers every possible sensation your mouth 
is capable of, leaving it and your fingers 
messierthan the Red Wedding. Finish with a 
mangonada, yet another Mexican mystery: a 
slushie filled with mango slices, chile powder, 
chamoy and salt, then presented with a giant 
straw coated in a half-inch of chile-powder 
paste. And you think you knew Mexican food?

change in leadership 
prompted additional updates 
in this Costa Mesa kitchen, 
best known for stuffing some 
crazy ideas in its tortillas. I dropped by the 
Taco Asylum early in the week, as Carlos 
Anthony divides his expertise between 
here and a San Diego spot. 

OC WEEKLY; How do you handle executive- 
chef duties at two establishments? 

CARLOS ANTHONY: It’s no question that 
running one kitchen is a large undertak¬ 
ing, let alone two. However, to run any 
kitchen, you need an amazing team. I am 
lucky enough to have some really talented 
and driven people working under me. I 
wouldn’t be where I am today without 
Natalie Tyler and Sam Masucci, my sous 
chefs, not to mention the countless line 
cooks, dishwashers and prep cooks that 
help to steer the ship. I think what we all 
share in common is a passion for cooking, 
and that helps drive us through the hard¬ 
est obstacles. 

Tell us about your first restaurant job. 

At the tender age of 15,1 started tossing 
pizzas at the local joint. I immediately 
fell in love with the thrill and pace of 
working on the line. I felt so comfort¬ 
able in the kitchen, which is not a big 
surprise since I was raised in a His¬ 
panic family, helping my mother and 
grandmother in the kitchen from a very 
young age. 

What do you suggest for first-timers? 
Embrace the asylum! When you come to 
Taco Asylum, you are going to see classic 
tacos mixed with a generous portion of 
“outside the box” creations. Savor your 
favorites, but stretch your boundaries. 

Try something new. Relish in the creative 
taco experience. 

Culinarily speaking , Orange County has 
the best: 

Vietnamese food! Little Saigon is 
incredible. 

Strangest customer request (and did you 
do it?): 

Reheat a meal they made at home. Ini¬ 
tially, I was offended, but after further 
investigation, I realized it was for a small 
child with food allergies, so I happily took 
care of them. 

Weirdest thing you’ve ever eaten: 

Veal fries [cow testicles]. Chef Brian 
Malarkey called them “cowboy caviar,” 
and they are actually delicious. 

Favorite places to eat: 

When in San Diego, I love Carnitas Snack 
Shack. In Orange County, I finally made 
it over to El Toro Bravo in Costa Mesa for 
a spicy goat taco. If my mom didn’t make

the best Christmas tamales, I would prob¬ 
ably order mine from those guys. 

One food you can’t live without: 

Eggs. They are the building blocks of my 
craft, and without them, I would feel 
very handicapped. 

You’re making breakfast; what are 
you having? 

Potatoes, eggs and a pork sausage. 

What kinds of traditional cooking methods 
and techniques do you incorporate in 
your cooking? 

Wow—where do I start? I was raised in a 
Hispanic household, so my grandmother’s 
cooking is rooted deeply in who I am as 
a chef. Taco Asylum’s menu is filled with 
many of her signature touches and reci¬ 
pes. Most notably, my duck mole. It’s a 
recipe that goes back at least three genera¬ 
tions in my family That tradition is what 
makes Taco Asylum so unique—the blend 
of traditional and modern techniques in 
the simplest of all vessels: a taco. 

Best culinary tip for the home cook: 

Keep it simple. If you are using great 
ingredients, then you don’t need much 
else. Less is more. 

What have you learned from working 
alongside such well-known chefs 
as Malarkey , Thomas Keller and 
Richard Reddington? 

I think the most significant thing I have 
learned from these great chefs is respect 
for my craft, respect for the details, how 
important it is to know where your food is 
grown, and what it took to get to your cut¬ 
ting board. Caring for the details is what 
makes simple food spectacular.

ream Pan has been and always 
will be known for its straw¬ 
berry croissants and epic lines. 
But they do other things well, 
and not all of them are sweet. Some items 
are savory, such as the onigiri we wrote 
about a few years ago. Also great: the 
crustless finger sandwiches stuffed with 
cucumber, tuna and egg salad that are beg¬ 
ging to be served at a tea party. 

Now they’ve introduced something that 
merges the two: the tuna musubi. There’s 
just three ingredients—well, four, if you 
count the mayo. But when the tuna salad, 


rice and nori come together, they turn into 
an object greater than the sum of its parts. 

When you get it, you’ll want to eat it 
as soon as possible. Never store it in the 
fridge for any length of time; the rice 
hardens, and you don’t want that. You 
want to have the musubi melt into your 
mouth, and that only happens at room 
temp. So what are you waiting for? That 
line isn’t getting any shorter.

I n my time swimming in bourbon, I've split 
the multiple labels into three categories. 
There's the high-end ones—your Van 
Winkles and Willetts and Hudsons and other 
boutique labels that set the hipsters aflutter.

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The War Goes Viral

Mockingjay is sharp on propaganda but soft on celebrity

O ver the first two Hunger 

Games films, we’ve watched 
coal miner’s daughter Kat- 
niss Everdeen become the 
pawn, then the pest of the Capitol, whose 
President Snow (Donald Sutherland) 
has enslaved the adults of the 12 poorer 
Districts and annually commanded they 
together sacrifice 24 of their children 
to likely death in public combat. Now in 
Mockingjay, the third film (with a final to 
come), Katniss has ascended to the face of 
the Districts’ violent insurrection, and in 
turn, director Francis Lawrence keeps his 
camera close to star Jennifer Lawrence’s 
sad eyes as she strides through the rubble 
Katniss has triggered. Many have died in 
her name, yet Mockingjay only occasion¬ 
ally shows us the corpses, charred wraiths 
whose exposed ribcages resemble mouths 
screaming for liberty. 

Katniss has never been a big-picture 
thinker. She’s fought only for her family 
and friends. Freedom is an afterthought. 

So director Lawrence is right to pan away 
from the dead to where the franchise’s real 
war has always raged: Katniss’ conscience. 

The last film ended with the shock-and- 
awe twist of Katniss’ rescue from the Hun¬ 
ger Games arena by a rebel group from 
the supposedly extinct District 13, which 
the Capitol had purportedly bombed into 
oblivion two generations ago. Since then, 


the survivors have lived underground, 
plotting their revenge. “War never stopped 
for us,” says Colonel Boggs (Mahershala 
Ali). In fact, it’s all District 13 has ever 
known. In peace, they built bombs; in war, 
they stockpiled them. Culturally, to the 
more agrarian Districts, they’re as foreign 
as the Capitol. Inside a massive subterra¬ 
nean missile silo, District 13ers live as sac¬ 
rificial cogs in a dangerous machine. Their 
leader, President Coin (Julianne Moore, 
her red locks dyed granite gray), speaks 
in a monotone and wears the same plain 
jumpsuits as everyone else. “You know 
what could use a revolution?” sniffs Capi¬ 
tol glamour queen Effie Trinket (Elizabeth 
Banks). “That hair.” 

President Coin doesn’t have the person¬ 
ality to stir citizens to war. She can’t even 
convince Katniss, who has every reason 
to fight—the Capitol has captured her 
on-again crush Peeta (Josh Hutcherson) 
and is forcing him to go on TV and beg 
the rebels to make peace with President 
Snow. To rescue him, Katniss must agree 
to be Coin’s Weapon of Mass Propaganda, 
a role she’s served inadvertently for two 
films and must now do knowing the brutal 
human cost. 

Mockingjay is where author Suzanne 
Collins’ books go from solid to superlative. 
As with J.K. Rowling’s Harry Potter series, 
the novels have a self-congratulatory intel¬ 


ligence: Neither author can resist naming 
minor characters as if she’s trying to earn 
extra credit for Latin 101. But Hunger 
Games is by far the smarter franchise. Col¬ 
lins doesn’t just divide people into good, 
evil and good disguised as evil. This is a 
story about ethical compromise in which 
the heroine is willing to kill, and it asks its 
audience to recognize that even her allies 
are a little bit rotten—and to accept that 
maybe that’s half-okay. 

Since Mockingjay has been divvied up 
into two segments, this film is all about the 
buildup to war. Next year’s installment will 
have most of the action—here, the battle is 
waged on TV. If you break the script down 
into plot points, it sounds a little silly: The 
narrative thrust is simply Katniss shooting 
several pro-revolution commercials. But it 
works because we’re fascinated by media 
fights—thousands occur online every day. 
Despite the dystopian setting, a story beat 
in which a lullaby that Katniss casually 
sings on camera ripples onward to become 
the chant of four dozen civilians marching 
toward their own massacre feels as if it’s 
both high-concept tragedy and the next 
evolution of #AlexFromTarget. Turns out 
when Collins wrote Mockingjay in 2010, 
she was predicting not only America in 
two centuries, but also the accidental over¬ 
night Internet instafame that was just four 
years away. 


Yet the film’s fixation on narrow¬ 
minded Katniss means we still aren’t given 
a chance onscreen to explore Collins’ 
elaborate world. Katniss keeps the film 
human—here, even when elevated to an 
icon, she looks away embarrassed when 
the District 13 crowd applauds her latest 
ad. Jennifer Lawrence can say more with 
a chagrined side-eye than most actresses 
could with a page-long speech. Still, some¬ 
times the attention the film itself lavishes 
on her feels absurd. Director Lawrence 
can’t even let fellow Hunger Games arena 
survivor Finnick Odair (Sam Claflin) con¬ 
fess that a pimping President Snow forced 
the winners into prostitution—a revelation 
that should make people rally around this 
survivor, too—without splicing in Katniss 
ignoring him to watch a special-ops mis¬ 
sion on a monitor. 

“Miss Everdeen, this revolution is about 
everyone,” snipes President Coin. Can you 
blame a girl for getting confused?

BEYOND THE LIGHTS Tales of fame and 
its trappings—and the way they're never 
enough to build a life—are as old as show 
business itself. But sometimes the most 
seemingly conventional stories are the 
best tools for digging into knotty, everyday 
truths. Gina Prince-Bythewood's Beyond 
the Lights is a deeply satisfying crowd- 
pleaser about a young singer, Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw's Noni, who's on the brink 
of superstardom but isn-t particularly 
happy about it. A few days before her 
debut album is set to drop—and just after 
she's won a Billboard award for a single 
she made with a scrawny, tattooed white 
rapper—she tries to throw herself off her 
hotel balcony. The mega-handsome young 
cop assigned to guard her room, Nate 
Parker's Kaz, stops her just in time, though 
it takes a little doing. Noni is convinced 
that no one can see her; Kaz assures her 
he can. Their eyes meet, and their gaze 
becomes a kind of pact. In that early 
scene, you may think you pretty much 
know where Beyond the Lights is headed. 
And you're probably right. But that doesn't 
negate the pleasure of getting there, and 
writer/director Prince-Bythewood handles 
the particulars smoothly. Mbatha-Raw is 
captivating, look-at-me sexy one moment 
and soberly vulnerable the next. There's 


always something sturdy and earthbound 
about her fragility, as if she knows she 
doesn't have to play the victim, even 
when she feels like one. Noni's triumph 
doesn't come all at once—it takes awhile 
for her to stop fighting her hair and find 
her voice—but her moment of epiphany 
strikes a resounding chord. (PG-13)

BIG HERO 6 Imagine if nerdy Clark Kent 
didn't have to remove his glasses and 
pocket protector to save the world. 

Then imagine him as fat and sweet as a 
marshmallow. Meet Big Hero 6s Baymax, 
Disney's new cuddly champion: a wad¬ 
dling, inflatable health care companion 
who can sense your pulse, diagnose 
disease, and, if reprogrammed, kill. Our 
setting is San Fransokyo, a hybrid of 
California and Japan where everyone 
loves tech gadgets and sushi. (Whether 
the city is fictitious or simply the near 
future is up for debate.) Boy wonder Hiro 
(Ryan Potter), a 14-year-old orphan, joins 
his college-age older brother, Tadashi 
(Daniel Henney), in a state-of-the-art 
laboratory inventing marvels with other 
young geniuses: Go Go (Jamie Chung), 
a hellion with a magnetic bike; Wasabi, 
a geek who loves lasers; and Honey 
Lemon (Genesis Rodriguez), a girlie girl 
who knows her way around chemicals. 

To make engineers more awesome, the 
movie upgrades the gang into superhe¬ 
roes, which scrambles the message. An 
arsonist destroys Hiro's (admittedly not 
very long) life's work and accidentally 
offs Tadashi. Hiro asks his geek friends 
to set things right—and trains Baymax, 
his brother's kindly robot, with punches

and kicks scanned from kung fu movies. 
Big Hero 6 veers from chipper to noisy 
to dark stretches where it grapples with 
adult-sized grief. Hiro isn't just a sweet 
moppet: He's full of rage and despair and 
ego. He needs Baymax to be his family, 
which means training him to fist-bump, 
and groaning when the robot runs out of 
battery and acts like a stumbling, slurring 
drunk—a moment that could have kids 
later suspiciously checking their own 
parents for a plug. (PG) Amy Nicholson.

DUMB AND DUMBER TO In the mid 

1990s, self-appointed cultural gatekeepers 
used to wield Peter and Bobby Farrelly's 
Dumb and Dumber as proof of the dete¬ 
rioration of film artistry. Those people 
hadn't, of course, actually bothered to 
see the movie, and thus had no sense 
of its peculiar, sweet-spirited, un-toilet- 
trained brilliance. Times have changed, 
thank God, and today Dumb and Dumber 
is rightly considered a classic, a number 
one deserving of a proper number two: 

In Dumb and Dumber To, Jim Carrey and 
Jeff Daniels return as Lloyd Christmas 
and Harry Dunne, best friends who 
share a few thousand brain cells, give 
or take, between them. But there's a 
vague sourness to Dumb and Dumber To, 
uncharacteristic of the Farrellys—even 
their Three Stooges movie, for all its eye¬ 
poking and nose-doinking, was filled with 
bratty affection. In Dumb and Dumber To, 
the moments that underscore Lloyd and 
Harry's devotion to each other feel over¬ 
written and forced. The two spend more 
time dishing out sharp jabs to the nuts 
and semi-advertently killing off tropical 
birds than doing sweet stuff like smelling 
each other's farts—although there's a 


little of that, too. There are more than a 
few inspired gags, here, but Dumb and 
Dumber To is mostly just a kick in the nuts, 
and not the good kind—provided there is 
a good kind. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

FURY A gloom hangs over writer/director 
David Ayer's brutal war drama Fury that 
only the audience can see. It's April 1945. 
The war is already over—Hitler just hasn't 
admitted it. Sergeant Don "Wardaddy" 
Collier (Brad Pitt) suspects as much, but 
he isn't sure. And so he, his men, and their 
tank roll on through the German country¬ 
side, shooting and dodging a final barrage 
of bullets that is no less fatal for being 
futile. Instead of flags and patriotism, 

Fury is about filth: the basins of blood, the 
smears on the soldiers' exhausted faces, 
the bodies pushed around by bulldoz¬ 
ers, and a decomposing corpse that's 
melted into the mud. The men's moods 
are equally dark. Collier's team—dumb 
hick Grady (Jon Bernthal), temperamental 
but wounded Gordo (Michael Pena), 
and stock religious guy Bible (Shia 
LaBeouf)—has had the mixed fortune of 
surviving every battle. The squad's fifth 
man has just been shot, and the first thing 
his replacement, a typist named Norman 
(Logan Lerman), is ordered to do is mop 
up his predecessor's blood and dispose 
of his face, which has been flung in the 
corner like melted cheese. This is a film 
about present-traumatic stress disorder, 
a condition none of the men have words 
to express. It's structured like a string of 
grenades: Collier's tank just keeps chug¬ 
ging toward the next explosion, and the 
men inside are so fixated on survival that 
no one takes the time to ask what it all 
means. In trying to say that death is both

noble and pointless, Fury makes the fatal 
mistake of so many war movies: It divides 
the battlefield so that our deaths are lofty, 
and the enemies' mean nothing. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

THE GOOD LIE Trailers for The Good Lie 
make it appear that a Spunky Nice White 
Lady (Reese Witherspoon) takes under 
her wing a group of young Sudanese 
immigrants who arrive to the U.S. via 
a humanitarian program, only to have 
culture clash lead to laughter, tears, and, 
finally, enlightenment. And all of that hap¬ 
pens. But the film, based on a true story, 
is also a bit—not much—better than its 
marketing hook suggests, largely due to 
fantastic acting and gorgeous visuals. 
Directed by Philippe Falardeau from a 
script by Margaret Nagle, The Good Lie 
kicks off in 1983 Sudan; children frolic as 
civil war brews. When violence finally 
reaches the village where Theo, Mamere, 
Jeremiah, Paul, and Abital live with their 
families, the orphaned kids, along with 
countless others, are forced to walk 800 
miles to a refugee camp. Violence and 
death trail them, cementing their bonds. 
The half-hour first act, which carries the 
kids into adulthood, is the film's strongest. 
After 13 years in camp, Mamere (Arnold 
Oceng), Jeremiah (Ger Duany), Paul 
(Emmanuel Jal), and Abital (Kuoth Wiel) 
are selected to emigrate to America, but 
Abital is sent to a different part of the 
country than her brothers. And because 
9-11 happens shortly after they arrive, 
throwing their host program into chaos, 
reconnection seems impossible. The Good 
Lie moves too briskly as assorted traumas 
(emotional meltdowns; simmering resent¬ 
ments) and triumphs (getting jobs; the act 
that gives the film its title) are checked off 
a list without real examination. Despite 
its weighty material and some moving 
scenes (much of the Sudanese cast are 
survivors of the war), this aggressive 
crowd-pleaser is slighter than its subject 
matter deserves. (PG-13) Ernest Hardy.

INTERSTELLAR There's so much space 
in Christopher Nolan's nearly three-hour 
intergalactic extravaganza Interstellar 
that there's almost no room for people. 

This is a gigantosaurus movie entertain¬ 
ment, set partly in outer space and partly 
in a futuristic dustbowl America where 
humans are in danger of dying out, and 
Nolan—who co-wrote the script with his 
brother, Jonathan—has front-loaded it 
with big themes and even bigger visuals. 
Interstellar is supposedly all about what 
it means to be human, but it's supersized 
in case we really are so out of touch 
with being human that we need to have 
everything blown up IMAX-big. "We used 
to look up at the sky and wonder at our 
place in the stars," says Cooper, Matthew 
McConaughey's farmer-astronaut- 
dreamer in one of his many, many procla¬ 
mations about life, family, and the cosmos. 
"Now we just look down and worry about 
our place in the dirt." But even the dirt 
in Interstellar looks spectacularly art- 
directed. Launched into a wormhole to 
scout new worlds for possible human 
habitation, Cooper and his colleagues 
encounter frozen worlds and watery 
ones, and the dangers they face are both 
existential and specific. The universe 
Nolan has invented for them is vast, awe¬ 
inspiring, and terrifying. But if Nolan is so 
godlike, you'd think he'd be better with 
actors. They don't stand a shooting star's 
chance in Interstellar. Anne Hathaway's 
big moment—her only moment, really—is 
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a quavery speech about true love. In 
what should be McConaughey's most 
moving scene—he faces the reality that 
his children have aged by 23 years, while 
he's only a few hours older—we can see 
McConaughey working the strings. (PG- 
13) Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

JOHN WICK Dog lovers and fans of the 
beyond-understated charisma of Keanu 
Reeves have a tough choice when it 
comes to John Wick. Those who count 
themselves among the former should 
know that the Cutest Beagle EVER gets 
offed—off-screen, but still—in the first 
20 minutes. That's not my favorite kind 
of plot device, even as a truly justifiable 
reason for a movie hero to smoke a 
bunch of Russian baddies. But at least 
director-producer team Chad Stahelski 
and David Leitch, in their feature debut, 
make that dog's death matter: His spirit 
haunts the movie, and it gets Reeves' 
former hitman Wick back in the game. If 
a cretin mobster killed your dog, you'd 
put on a dark, sexy, three-piece suit and 
wreak revenge too. Reeves is wonderful 
here, a marvel of physicality and stern 
determination—he moves with the grace 
of an old-school swashbuckler. That's 
partly because Reeves is just plain awe¬ 
some and partly because John Wick was 
made by people who understand action: 
Leitch and Stahelski have been working 
for years as stuntmen, and John Wick 
features the most beautifully choreo¬ 
graphed action sequences I've seen in 
an American movie in years. None of that 
Expendables-sb/\e muddy camera work 
and ADD-sous-chef editing here. The 
violence in John Wick— often sick as hell, 
and funny too—is so gorgeously staged 
that it brings back blissful memories of the 
John Woo Hong Kong extravaganzas of 
the 1990s. All that, and Keanu too. You'll 
miss that beagle. But at least his char¬ 
acter didn't die for naught. (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

THE JUDGE God save us from old coots 
and the actors who play them. Is that a 
terrible thing to say? Actors, like the rest 
of us, grow old, and there aren't a whole 
lot of good roles available to them. But 
do we really need to see Robert Duvall 
playing a withered grouch for the millionth 
time? There's only so much squintin' and 
grousin' an audience can bear, and in 
David Dobkin's The Judge —a Midwestern 
drama in which bits and pieces of John 
Grisham courtroom showmanship bump 
up against Alexander Payne-style family 
angst—Duvall reaches new, exhaust¬ 
ing depths of cootery. He plays crabby 
patriarch Joseph Palmer, a respected 
small-town Indiana judge and the father 
of Robert Downey Jr.'s Hank, a hotshot 
big-city lawyer known for keeping obvi¬ 
ously guilty thugs out of jail. Hank never 
looked back after leaving the family home¬ 
stead. But his mother's funeral draws 
him back, and he finds himself square 
in the beady-eyed gaze of old Joseph's 
seeming hatred. It turns out, though, that 
Daddy Palmer might need the help of the 
son he reviles: After possibly going on a 
bender—he's been sober for years—the 
judge finds himself a suspect in what may 
be a vehicular homicide, and the case 
against him is strong (though the movie 
fails to make us understand why). Nothing 
Downey does here is unexpected, and 
Duvall is often at his worst, screwing up 
his face in locust-cloud disgust whenever 
his most unloved son dares to challenge 
him, or crumpling into a total cutie-pie 
when his granddaughter, Hank's little girl 
(Emma Tremblay), asks him if he's going 


to take her out for an ice-cream cone. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 
NIGHTCRAWLER Jake Gyllenhaal, not 
a particularly bulky guy to begin with, 
dropped 20 pounds or so to play a Los 
Angeles misfit who finds his calling as 
a freelance crime videographer in Dan 
Gilroy's nervy thriller Nightcrawler. Even 
when Robert De Niro does it, weight 
change isn't acting—it's the antithesis 
of acting, merely a symbol of an actor's 
dedication and not the tensile, compli¬ 
cated act of commitment itself, which 
can unspool only in performance. But 
you could say that in reshaping his body 
and face, Gyllenhaal has achieved a 
kind of art direction of the self. His eyes, 
almost inhumanly enormous within that 
now-bony face, are as much a part of 
the look of Nightcrawler as its rapturous 
nocturnal Los Angeles streetscapes. As 
sociopathic self-starter Louis Bloom, 
Gyllenhaal has refashioned himself as a 
version of the Tony Perkins of Psycho, an 
Adam's apple with a sick, brilliant mind 
attached. Gyllenhaal is the polestar of 
Nightcrawler— just as he's fixated on the 
grisly crimes and accidents of his city, we 
can't look away from him. That seems to 
be part of writer/director Gilroy's design. 
He's infused Nightcrawler with a number 
of ideas, free-floating through the movie 
like fireflies: Gilroy takes on the news 
media's lust for increasingly prurient 
stories and graphic news footage, and 
the way crimes against white people take 
precedence over anything that happens 
to a person of color. But on the strength 
of Gyllenhaal's performance, Nightcrawler 
works best as a character study. It's chill¬ 
ing, but also wickedly funny and strange, 
like a good, dark Brian De Palma joke—in 
short, it's everything the stolid and humor¬ 
less Gone Girl should have been. (R) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

ON ANY SUNDAY: THE NEXT 
CHAPTER The makers of sports 
documentary On Any Sunday: The Next 
Chapter, the latest entry in a series that 
began in 1971, cast their nets too wide 
when they try to establish the diverse 
nature of a motorcycle community. 

Arguing that motorcyclists aren't "just 
thrill-seekers," director Dana Brown 
and his co-writer, Scott Rousseau, hap¬ 
hazardly connect all things motorcycle- 
related, linking daredevil stunts to the pro¬ 
liferation of motorcycles in Vietnam with 
inane commentary like "In Vietnam, riding 
a bike is much more than a passion or a 
lifestyle—it is life." The Next Chapter's 
diffuse scope undercuts talking-head sub¬ 
jects like Doug Henry, an award-winning 
motocross racer who broke his back 
while competing, but still loves and rides 
motorcycles. By quoting him in soundbite- 
friendly interview segments, Brown and 
Rousseau make Henry look weirdly defen¬ 
sive, like when he explains racers' pas¬ 
sion for motorcycles as "a way to keep a 
smile on our face...It just happens that the 
way we have fun is riding motorcycles." 
Scenes of competitive racing are similarly 
harried. If they were paced a little more 
thoughtfully and scored with less bom¬ 
bast, slow-motion footage of clay-colored 
dirt flying from cyclists' tire-treads might 
have been beautiful. But as they're pre¬ 
sented, these sequences are ruined by 
manic cuts and tacky stadium rock song 
cues. If anything unites On Any Sunday: 
The Next Chapter's cyclists, it's Brown 
and Rousseau's inability to highlight their 
subjects' most singular qualities. (PG)

interview with Maziar Bahari, the 
Canadian-lranian journalist who, earlier 
that year, had been imprisoned in Iran 
for 118 days on espionage charges, Jon 
Stewart said, "We hear a lot about the 
banality of evil, but so little about the 
stupidity of evil." Or about its total humor¬ 
lessness. Bahari had been arrested the 
previous June partly as the result of a 
Daily Show skit: Comedian Jason Jones, 
posing as the most phony-baloney spy 
imaginable, interviewed Bahari in a Tehran 
cafe just before a fraught and ultimately 
explosive election. Why was Iran so evil? 
Jones demanded. The perfect straight 
man, Bahari gave a response that was 
deflective, sensitive, and articulate. That 
didn't stop Iranian authorities from arrest¬ 
ing him, using The Daily Show as proof 
that Bahari himself was a spy. We all 
know Stewart is a smart guy who's good 
at talking. What's surprising is how good 
he is at filmmaking. Stewart understands 
that even a story relying largely on dia¬ 
logue, as this one does, also needs to be 
cinematic. As Bahari (Gael Garcia Bernal), 
pre-arrest, walks down a Tehran street, 
he thinks of his father and sister, both now 
dead: We see their images hazily reflected 
in windows he passes, ghosts brought 
vividly to life. Bernal gives a thoughtful, 
delicately calibrated performance, and 
he's funny, too. Rosewater doesn't take 
pains to remind us that some people are 
just culturally "different" and thus can't be 
held responsible for adhering to warped 
religious and political dogma. Instead, 
Stewart puts it pretty plainly: Some people 
are just idiots, and the stupidity of evil 
can kill you. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

WHIPLASH Jazz isn't dead: Miraculously, 
there's always young people who con¬ 
tinue to fall in love with this most dazzling 
and elusive American genre, running 
ribbons of scales and memorizing Charlie 
Parker solos. To care so much about a 
kind of music that's nearly impossible 
to conquer, and that is almost certain to 
guarantee a lifetime of being broke and 
miserable, is a specific kind of devotion. 
The best thing about Damien Chazelle's 
exuberant but wayward Whiplash is that 
it captures that ardent near-mania so 
beautifully. Loving any music this much 
will surely end in heartbreak—and still, 
fools rush in. In this case, Fool No. 1 is 
Miles Teller's Andrew, a jazz drummer, 
crackerjack for his age, yearning for 
that nebulous quality we call great¬ 
ness. He's just made it into a top-notch 
conservatory, where he faces its most 
fearsome instructor, an abusive drill 
sergeant disguised in regulation hipster 
black. Fletcher (J.K. Simmons) is a buff, 
scowling chrome-dome—a bad-attitude 
Mr. Clean berating his players with foul 
invective for the tiniest screw-up. He 
prides himself on leading his outfits to 
one jazz-competition victory after another, 
and his players are often hand-picked for 
the few plum gigs that exist in the jazz 
world. Andrew is thrilled when Fletcher 
gives him a seat. He's less thrilled when 
Fletcher starts playing evil mind games 
with him. For the first two-thirds, at 
least, boosted by Andrew's sweaty rush 
of inspiration, Whiplash soars. But the 
movie's "Hey, guess what, Fletcher's 
just crazy!" resolution is unsatisfying. 
Chazelle may think he's asking big ques¬ 
tions like, "How far should one go in 
striving for greatness?" But he's created 
a cartoon bad guy masquerading as a 
complex one. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

No, You Really Shouldn’t 

OCCCA’s new exhibit, ‘You Should Not Be Here,’ weirdly lives up to its title

S ometimes a provocative title 

designed to lure people into an 
event can also be an uninten¬ 
tional warning label: A Jews for 
Jesus or Log Cabin Republican meeting, 
for example, Black Friday at Walmart or 
the unwittingly-named “You Should Not 
Be Here” at Orange County Center for 
Contemporary Art (OCCCA). 

It’s not that there isn’t good work on 
display—there are a few pieces worth 
mentioning—but this ranks as the least 
interesting show I’ve seen in the space: 
sparse, repetitive and poorly conceived, 
so artlessly curated by Sali Heraldez and 
Lilia Lamas that if I hadn’t taken notes, 
it’s unlikely I would have even remem¬ 
bered attending. 

Ostensibly about not belonging, very 
little in the show indicates estrange¬ 
ment, aside from Bolivian artist Alejandra 
Alarcon’s marvelous Sing Sweet Songs of 
Conviction video of a non-communicative 
couple sitting on a couch while a fire 
slowly licks and consumes the couch 
they’re sitting on or Nikholas Newell’s 
violent Prosopagnosia, 18 giclee prints 
that resemble commonplace Facebook 
pics your friends would post... if they 
were stalkers. Jagged Sharpie lines black 
out faces, eyes are burned out of the pho¬ 
tos with a startling venom, and the cryp¬ 
tic writing on some of the images mutters 
unnerving things such as “You Don’t 
Seem Familiar.” 

The young man’s face in Guanyu Xu’s 
photo Why do you have to kill me after 
taking my virginity? doesn’t look dead 
so much as utterly bewildered, as if he’s 
just lost much more than his cherry. The 
circular mirror that reflects his image, 
as well as the leafy tendrils turning in on 
themselves on the ugly wallpaper, sug¬ 
gests the loneliness we’re seeing is going 
to be a constant, Mircosoft-style spinning 
color wheel of death. The most powerful 
work in the show is Spanish photogra¬ 
pher Diana Martin’s carefully posed and 
framed editorial portraits, powerful acer¬ 
bic stand-alone social commentaries that 
hang with the viewer long after they’re 
viewed: In New Tin Soldier, a grade- 
schooler peers around a gun aimed at the 
camera, an enlarged dollar bill behind 
him, its motto altered to “In Blood We 
Trust”; the chilling New Clothes for the 
New Empress shows a girl in a dilapidated 
hotel room wearing a diaphanous princess 
get-up, adult-magazine images of naked 
women on the floor surrounding her. In 
Not Guilty II, a nude woman shaves off 
her mustache, the gunmetal blue of her 
surroundings a glorious contrast to the 
glowing white of her skin. 


Likewise, the pre-op transsexual in Not 
Guilty I, wearing only bright-red boxing 
gloves and high heels, stands on a boxer’s 
scale, face turned nonchalantly from the 
equally red punching bag lying on the 
cement, a suggestion of the operation to 
come. Without feeling in the least exploi¬ 
tive, the nudity retains, even heightens, 
its model’s dignity. I am woman, hear me 
roar indeed. 

The other pictures in the exhibition— 
whether straight-forward journalism or 
just pretty images to look at—lack enough 
subtext to offer much walk-away, with 
several of the stills duplicated from the 
video work, inexplicably eating up valu¬ 
able space that should have been used to 
introduce us to new material or give us 
some sort of context for the work. 

Aside from Alarcon’s aforementioned 
piece and her fascinating, watchable 
video of a woman washing out a blood¬ 
ied sink, Contigo, the rest of the video 
on display is pretty much a wash, barely 
reflecting the theme of the exhibition (if 
at all). Not all the monitors are accessible, 
and even then, the work is ho-hum and 
inconsistent: The empowerment mes¬ 
sage at the heart of Justine Garcia’s Find 
Strength in Your Roots is a minute and a 
half of Viva La Raza cornpone as a young 
Latino fondles the indigenous necklace 
he’s wearing around his neck, ditches 


his desk job, stops to ponder a Mexican 
mural, and then strips down to his shorts 
so he can stand and watch the sunset. 
Profoundly obvious at best; painfully sin¬ 
cere at worst. 

In the video nearby, the headphone 
cable is so short it literally held this 
viewer nose to screen. There are seagulls 
and people mucking about in trash heaps, 
accompanied by a soundtrack of a child 
banging on a xylophone, but as the picture 
screen became fogged with my breath, I 
moved on. 

Making matters worse, the main gallery 
is so overlit because of OCCCA’s untinted 
windows that the already-dim projections 
on the white walls are sometimes little 
more than vague outlines, not worth the 
eye strain to try to decipher them. 

OCCCA’s regular hours mean the only 
time it’s open is when the sunshine is in 
full effect, putting a third of the exhibition 
out of commission. ‘You should be here 
at night,” offered the woman at the desk 
the afternoon I attended. “It’s really some¬ 
thing to see.” 

Wish I could. Really wish I could.

Sing It Loud! 

For immigrants in Southern California, karaoke connects and creates communities

F or Asian Americans, there’s an 
odd sense of comfort in hold¬ 
ing a mic and singing along to 
the midi version of schmaltzy 
pop hits. Whether they’re tunes by Basil 
Valdez, Sin Sisamouth or Frank Sinatra, 
played in private rooms (such as at Ziller 
in Fullerton) or set against chintzy lights 
and throbbing bass, (as in XO Night Club 
in Westminster) the sight of lyrics flash¬ 
ing on a large TV screen brings back mem¬ 
ories of Manila, Seoul or Phnom Penh. 

After all, in Asia, karaoke is the go-to 
activity for family get-togethers, birthdays 
and office team building. When President 
Barack Obama visited the Philippines on 
a state visit, Filipino president Noynoy 
Aquino hosted a karaoke party for him. 
(Apparently, government officials sang the 
Motown classic “What’s Going On?” with 
such gusto that National Security Adviser 
Susan Rice thought it was apt to take the 
mic and belt out the chorus.) 

Karaoke—which, in Japanese, loosely 
translates to “empty orchestra”—was first 
invented in the 1970s (both a Filipino 
and a Japanese claim to have created 
it first). The practice blew up in Asia 
both as in-home entertainment and as a 
popular form of entertainment in night¬ 
clubs. Part of its popularity is because it’s 
entertainment and a release; part of it is 
aspirational. For many poor Filipinos, it’s 
the possibility to sing your way out of pov¬ 
erty, the way Charice Pempengco—who 


was discovered on The Ellen DeGeneres 
Show—did. (Charice’s mother taught her 
how to sing with a karaoke machine.) 

It eventually found its way to the United 
States and Canada, brought over to ethnic 
enclaves by the migrants from Asia. For 
Cambodians, it’s Little Phnom Penh in Long 
Beach. For Koreans, it’s Fullerton. Filipinos 
have restaurants in West Covina and Ana¬ 
heim, and the Japanese have Costa Mesa. 
Such places are restaurants where people 
can sing karaoke in their native tongue- 
spaces that become an extension of home. 

Not only did the dinuguan and the kare- 
kare bring forth an idea of nanay’s cooking, 
but the entertainment—Basil Valdez or 
Sharon Cuneta—also brought back friends 
and good times from the motherland and 
morphed into a version of their living 
room. And in each place, karaoke reveals 
a different facet of the immigrant culture. 
For Koreans, karaoke (or Noraebang) is best 
done in private rooms with friends. For 
Filipinos, karaoke is made for family living 
rooms. Some Vietnamese karaoke bars have 
a reputation for housing criminal elements. 

Still, there are more similarities than 
differences. Lan Duong, an associate pro¬ 
fessor of culture and media studies at UC 
Riverside whose research delves into Viet¬ 
namese culture and karaoke, says for many 
immigrants, karaoke is an act of value. For 
example, she says, when a Vietnamese 
American goes to a Vietnamese-owned 
bar and sings Vietnamese songs, it’s always 


contextualized by the immigrant experi¬ 
ence. “It [becomes] a reclamation of space,” 
Duong says. “It’s where they feel that they 
reclaim their culture and identity... and 
allows them to feel a sense of ‘Vietnamese- 
ness’ and be part of the place.” 

The cheesy videos set in historical sites 
in Asia, the actors in the videos wearing 
traditional garb—all these elements play a 
part in creating this nostalgia, translating 
to a sense of Vietnameseness, one that is 
being constructed. 

It’s a heckuva lot different from, say, the 
Prospector in Long Beach, where, every 
Wednesday and Friday, a more diverse 
crowd of regulars—whites, Latinos, blacks 
and yes, Asians—gather to perform karaoke- 
night staples such as “Total Eclipse of the 
Heart” or TLC’s “Waterfalls.” It’s rowdy, 
sure, but it’s also performed very ironically. 
The singers ham it up; they act funny and 
play around while singing for the crowd. 

Christine Bacareza Balance, an assis¬ 
tant professor of Asian American studies 
at UC Irvine, says that how earnest or 
ironic you are while at karaoke is a cul¬ 
tural difference as well. “In American 
culture, there’s this understanding that 
in order to be a performer, you have to be 
somehow original. And there’s the under¬ 
standing that karaoke isn’t original. So you 
kind of have to show that you understand 
that; you have to create an ironic distance 
by hamming it up and making it funny or 
being iiber -dramatic onstage.”

“American karaoke is a performance 
and caricature,” says Erica Choi, a Korean 
American who lives in Buena Park. 
“Korean karaoke is a safe space, since 
private rooms shelter our insecurities and 
embarrassments from the outside world 
and protect our identity and desires.” 

They also become places to learn about 
identity: For Asian Americans who were 
born and raised in the United States, kara¬ 
oke takes on a different meaning. It allows 
them to learn the language and build com¬ 
munity. Bacareza Balance says that when 
she was learning Tagalog at UC Berkeley, 
her class would regularly go to karaoke. 
“That’s how we practiced,” she explains. 

Conversely, for Asian Americans who’ve 
always felt that they weren’t represented 
in mainstream culture, karaoke is even 
a way to create nostalgia for something 
you’ve never experienced. “You’re creating 
community in a place that isn’t your com¬ 
munity,” Bacareza Balance explains. 

And it also helps you go back home, she 
adds. When she visited the Philippines 
as a 19-year-old, Bacareza Balance says 
knowing karaoke helped her socialize. 

“It’s one of those cultural rituals that if 
you knew it,” she says, “it helps you ease 
your way into being in the Philippines.” 

No one ever could’ve expected kara¬ 
oke to be a great unifier or an agent of 
change, but as an extension of musical 
performance that anyone can own, it 
is definitely a great leveller. You could 
be singing Whitney Houston songs in 
Tokyo—or Ho Chi Minh City, Los Angeles 
or Paris. If it were the only way to under¬ 
stand our neighbors and learn to treat 
them with respect, it wouldn’t even mat¬ 
ter if it were off-key.

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Headbanging 

Historian 

Meet the man behind the new 
Inside Metal documentary

T he late 1970s and early ’80s was 
an exciting time in the history 
of music in Southern California. 
From Reseda to Pomona to 
Anaheim, young rock bands and musi¬ 
cians learned their craft and plied their 
trade in the live music clubs that flour¬ 
ished in the region. 

In Huntington Beach, a young Bob Nal- 
bandian started a fanzine called The Head- 
banger, which covered the local rock and 
metal scene. In an era before the Internet 
and blogs, Nalbandian would print the 
fanzine himself, and then deliver it per¬ 
sonally to music stores and record shops. 

By this time, disco was done, and South¬ 
ern rock had faded from the scene. Major 
record companies were falling all over 
themselves to sign the next Boy George. 
But for the most part, the New Wave bands 
just weren’t arena bands. Meanwhile, 
the rock and metal scene was flourishing 
below everybody’s radar. 

Metal went mainstream at the US Festi¬ 
val at Glen Helen Regional Park (now San 
Manuel Amphitheatre) during Memorial 
Day weekend in 1983, when “Heavy Metal 
Day” drew twice as many people as “New 
Wave Day” and “Rock Day.” Suddenly, 
everybody everywhere was into metal. 

“It was a great scene,” Nalbandian says. 
“There was always something going on.” 

The Headbanger printed its last issue in 
1985. These days, Nalbandian, now 50, is 
the director of the new three-part docu¬ 
mentary film Inside Metal: Pioneers of LA 
Hard Rock and Metal 

After The Headbanger folded, Nal¬ 
bandian managed Orange County metal 
favorites Eden, then worked for a couple of 
smaller record companies. But he was less 
than enthusiastic about it. “I’ve tried doing 
different stuff, doing the corporate thing,” 
Nalbandian says. “I just said, ‘Dude, this 
isn’t me.’” 

But it was during his stint as a podcast 
radio host, when he had metal videog- 
raphers Joe Floyd and Warren Croyle as 
guests, that the seed for Inside Metal was 
planted. The duo was considering produc¬ 
ing a documentary on the LA metal scene 
and asked Bob to come on board. His first 
response: ‘What can I do to help?” 

Nalbandian became the camera opera¬ 
tor, even though he really didn’t know any¬ 
thing about camera work, and was quickly 
named director for the film. “I didn’t want 
this to be a typical LA movie,” he says. “ The 
Decline of Western Civilization (Part II: The 
Metal Years) had already been done, so we 



decided to cut it off at about 1986.” 

Inside Metal instead focuses on the roots 
of the scene, where some of the best bands 
of the era—such as Armored Saint, Great 
White and Ratt—came from and how they 
started. “Let’s go to the Van Halen era—tell 
a story that hasn’t been told,” Nalbandian 
says. “We wanted to tell the whole story 
and do it right.” 

The three-hour film features interviews 
with musicians from successful bands such 
as Dokken and Quiet Riot, along with rare 
live video and stills, as well as bands that 
never became nationally famous, such as 
Orange County-based A La Carte. 

“The great thing about when you had 
the Woodstock [in Anaheim], Radio City 
[in Anaheim] and the Concert Factory 
[in Costa Mesa] was a lot of the LA bands 
would come out here,” Nalbandian recalls. 
“I remember seeing Motley Criie and Ratt 
at Radio City, with Sound Barrier opening.” 

The film is truly a bootstrap effort, with 
all materials—photos, videos, fliers, etc.— 
having been contributed. None of the art¬ 
ists was paid for being interviewed. 

“It was a passion of mine to do some¬ 
thing from this era. People ask me all the 
time if I’m trying to bring the scene back,” 
says Nalbandian. “No, I’m not. There’s 
nothing in Orange County anymore.” 

He’s hopeful Inside Metal will inspire 
the newer generation of metal bands to 
want to go out and play. “For the past 
five to 10 years, it’s been that college 
alternative rock. It’s all the Hollywood 
hipsters crowd,” Nalbandian says, refer¬ 
ring to the Troubador, a onetime metal 
hangout in West Hollywood. “They don’t 
do rock or metal. 

“We lived in a golden era,” he recalls. 
“Those times were lost.”

O n Tuesday nights in Costa Mesa, bouncing 
keyboards, brass and echoed snare snaps 
billow out the front door of the Wayfarer. On one 
of the stalest nights of the week, the nightclub 
centerpiece of this sleepy strip mall becomes a 
bona-fide dance hall. It's all thanks to the bustling 
crowd and rotating lineup of musicians known as 
the SoCal Reggae All Stars. Composed of mem¬ 
bers from Steel Pulse, Common Sense and Big 
Mountain, the super-group views the weekly gig 
as a way to keep Southern California's reggae 
community engaged and growing. 

Lead guitarist and producer David "Cirious" 
Elecciri Jr. anchors the group, and considering 
he's also a member of reggae staple act Steel 
Pulse, he's more than qualified. 

OC WEEKLY: How did you get the All 
Stars together? 

DAVID "CIRIOUS" ELECCIRI JR.: I felt like we 
needed to do something for ourselves, for this 
area. These guys are veterans in the game, so I 
was always the kid asking for new stuff. Over the 
years, being here in Southern Orange County, you 
have a lot of world-class reggae musicians who 
people don't realize reside here. I was fortunate 
enough to link up with these guys. This was my 
way of getting everybody in my life involved with 
one another and creating a project. 

Was it tough to get everyone together on a 
weekly basis? 

Tuesday nights are the nights when everybody's 
home. When you're touring, you generally fly 
out on a Wednesday or Thursday and are home 
by Monday. Tuesday is the day that all of us can 
get together and do something positive forthe 
reggae community here. For us, as musicians, 
it's about the brotherhood, and the Wayfarer has 
been amazing for that. 

Do you ever try out new jams onstage, or do you

mostly play songs from your other bands? 

A lot of the songs that we play are songs we've 
been playing for years. There are some new 
tracks that we have recorded, but for the most 
part, we're not playing those out yet. We're just 
waiting forthe right time, and honestly, I think the 
new album is going to be something really special. 
We've got so many amazing people involved, 
[including] some of the guys from No Doubt. 

How did No Doubt come into the picture? 

Adrian [Young] is a huge Steel Pulse fan and came 
and hung out at our show at the Observatory in 
May. He sat in on one of the songs of our set. After¬ 
ward, we chatted about the Steel Pulse album, and 
he offered to help me with the drum production. 

We got in the studio and really hit it off. We built a 
couple of amazing tracks together, and he called in 
Stephen [Bradley, trumpet/keys/vocals] and Gabe 
[McNair, trombone/keys/vocals] to lay down some 
brass, which was another success. So I asked 
them to be a part of the SoCal Reggae All Stars 
project, and they thought it was a great idea, and 
they were more than willing to participate. 

It sounds like things are coming together 
Yeah, in March, I got to sing in place of Steel Pulse 
lead vocalist David Hinds on tour. He flew in sick 
and was not able to sing due to his illness, so he 
ended up playing guitar as I led the way forthe 
band. This all happened so fast and was completely 
unexpected, since the roles were exchanged in 
Aspen during the second concert of a six-date tour. 
It was the biggest moment of my career because 
they're the very reason why I began playing reggae 
music. Twenty years ago, I was just an OC kid who 
had a dream of playing with my favorite bands, 

Steel Pulse and No Doubt. And here I am.
